Entire Absence Of Blood Poisoning, 


Hept. 11.—Tho night con 


eultalioQ of the preeident'a physicians 
furnished, in some respects, the most 
roaHsuring report that has yet come 
from the sick room. A microscopic 
count of the blood was made during 
the day by Dr. Wasbiu. 
To tho even 


ing conference the ro&ult of this was 
sul milted, and it proved perfectly sa 
isfactory to all tho physicians. No in 
crease in tho white corpuscles 
wai 


noted, such ae would have been, the 
case if blood poisoning had set in. 


The president was washed and give; 


nourishment while all tho physician 
were present, and afterward placed iu 
his now bed. The members of th 
cabinet were down stairs while the con 
sultation was going on and remainet 
until the physicians' bulletin bad been 
prepared and issued. 


So elated \vere thry with the repor 


of tho president's condition, thuit Se 
rotary Boot announced that ho felt fre 
o depart and had decided to go to Nev 
York tomorrow. 


BUFFALO, Sept. 11.—The condition of 


he president has continued favorable 
hronghout the entire day, and nothing 
has occurred to shake the confidence of 
bis attending physicians in his recovery. 
They state that danger from two sources 
s now practically over. Tho holes 
made by tho bullet in the stomach 
proper are pronounced healed by Dr. 
MacBurney and his associates, who cite 
n proof of it the fact that the beet 
juice given the president by natural 
means last night was readily digested. 
Sufficient time has novv elapsed to war 
ant them in saying that there is no 
longer any danger of inflammation in 
the spot where the bullet lodged in the 
president's body. 


Decided benefit followed the dressing 


of the wound last night, as tbe physic 
ians put it. The slight scare that arose 
after the report at midnight that the 
wound had been reopened subsided, as 
the fuller details were obtained. 


The president breathes normally. His 


pulse was slightly accelerated this after 
aoon, but not materially, His temper 
alnre remained 100.2 from -daylight un 
til dark. The president continues in 
excellent spirits, but he said to one of 
bis attendants today that be was feeling 
lonesome. Lie requested that he be 
put into another bol, aid thia eve 
ning he wan eaiefnlly and without any 
trouble moved into another bed. He 
has asked several times if there was any 
news which he should know, bat his 
nquiries about public affairs are dis 
couraged and the vigilance against ml 
milling to his room anybody txcept 
Mrs. McKinlfty tnd Secretary Corte' 
yon is still rigidly maintained. 


It has been virtually decided not to

Dented Both by An*,ttliraniat«<r» Pres- 


ident and by Official* of United 
gtatea Steel Corporation—First Vio- 
l«no* Reported, at SloKee»j»o*t. 
Plttsburg, Sept. 11.—President T. J. 


Shaffer and hit) advisers in the general 
cilice of the Amalgamated association 
bold the power by authority oC the gen- 
eral executhe board of the organiza- 
tion to settle the steel strike. 
Mr. 


Shaffer and his advisers apparently 
allowed yesterday to lapse after this 
authority was vested in them without 
closing any settlement. On Monday, it 
la said, the executive board directed 
President Shaffer, together with Secre- 
tary-Treasurer John Williams, Assist- 
ant Secretary M. F. Tlghe and Ben I. 
Davis of the advisory board, to settle 
without delay on the beat terms ob- 
tainable. 


Since then there has been no action 


developing anything to further a settle- 
ment, but it is said that President 
Shaffer is seeking to reopen direct 
negotiations with the United States 
Steel corporation in the hope of getting 
belter terms than those submitted to 
the Amalgamated executive board as 
the result of the endeavor last week in 
New York of the representatives of the 
National Civic federation, headed by 
President Samuel Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor. 


It was reported last evening that 


President Shaffer would leave town 
during the night, presumably for New 
York, to offer terms of peace to the 
steel corporation officials. At first the 
Amalgamated president was averse to 
making any statement on this, but 
finally said, "No, 1 am uot going to 
New York tonight, and I will go further 
and say that 1 do not intend to go to 
New York at any other time soon." 


Humor of Settlement I>ent«d. 


A report from New York that the 


•trike had been settled was denied by 
President Shaffer. He also denied that 
himself or his advisory board had been 
directed or ordered by the executive 
boatd to settle the strike.

And the negro—well, hn 
is always hanging around the hea roost. 


"But these faces stand out merely as 


types and not as serious portrayals of tho 
facial characteristics of the races to 
which they belong. They are of course 
suggestive of certain peculiarities which 
are common to all members of the races 
represented. Rut they are horrible exag- 
gerations, unjust and almost criminal ex- 
aggerations, for it cannot he said that 
they are accepted with indifference by 
persons who are prejudiced one way or 
the other. 


"But I was Bppaking of the American 


face, with its lock of distinctiveness," 
the observant citizen continued. "The 
American face is probably peculiar in 
some ways. It is peculiar in its cosmo- 
politanism. 
It is in one sense a com- 


posite face. , It is international iu one 
sense, for here aud there one may find 
the traces which suggest a relation to 
this, that or the other race. It may be a 
line or a ligament bequeathed by un 
early English ancestry or something sug- 
gestive of Teutonic origin or a sharp sug- 
gestion of the Frenchman's face or the 
Irishman's or tho Italian's or the Scotch- 
man's or some slight hint which would 
lead one back through the flood and 
tears of the ages to the sterling old fore- 
fathers who lived in foreign countries 
and died under different flags and in ilif- 
ferent climes long before the Mayflower 
touched her bois against the soil of tho 
new westeiu world. Of course the Amer- 
ican may bo picked out in the crowd. 


"But when ono must denl with the 


American abstractly one can scarcely 
call up the American face. Uncle Sam. 
with his striped trousers, his sharply cut 
coat, his plug bat, his whiskers and~his 
bland, good natured face, is a happy con- 
ception, yet he may never hope to por- 
tray tho matchless and indescribable cos- 
mopolitanism of the American face. 
It 


is too unique iu its likenesses and unlike- 
nesses. The lines and ligaments, the 
muscular interlacements, the curves and 
arches of the forehead are still thercv 
and yet they are too" delicately traced to 
be remembered when the face has passed 
the memory. 


"So I have reached the conclusion aft- 


er these reflections that the American 
face is not distinctive in the sense that 
the mind may call it up at any time aud 
separate it from the faces which are 
associated 
with other superior races. 


Among the home folk there are certain 
things which will enable one to call up a 
face which is probably distinctive in its 
Americanism, and yet it could not be ac- 
cepted as the face which would correctly 
and adequately represent the whole race 
of Americans. 
For instance, there is 


what may be popularly called the Reu- 
ben face, the face which one may find in 
the rural sections of the United States, 
the face of the agriculturist and the 
farmer. There is a certain type in the 
remoter country sections which is prob- 
ably peculiar to Uncle Sam's domain, 
and yet it would fall far short of repre- 
senting the American face, just as far 
bhort as the. grotesque portrayals re- 
ferred to in connection with other races 
and other nationalities. It would only rep- 
resent a small number of Americans, and, 
while tha type is thoroughly American 
and tfiibstautiul enough, in its representa- 
tion, it would give no idea of the facial 
appearance of the vast majority of 
American citizens. 


"Thus it would be with every other 


clnss, or one might take all the classes

Half the deaths in the world are now 


known to be caused by microbes. In nor 
inal health about 70 distinct species are 
ordinarily present in the whole body. Lo- 
cal or climatic conditions might lessen the 
number somewhat or increase it to sever- 
al hundred. 


The entire mucous membrane of the 


body is infested by microbes. The eye is, 
however, comparatively free, because it 
is constantly -washed by tears. The di- 
gestive organs, next to the skin, contain 
the most microbes. Thirty species inhab 
it the mouth, 30 the stomach and 45 the 
Ion c>r part of the interior of the body. 


The tonsils in the throat are often found 


to contain genus of sill sorts. The lungs, 
•niodpipe nnd bronchial tubes art> always 
likely fo contain a few tubercle bacilli- 
diphtheria, influenza and pneumonia. The 
liver and kidneys harbor germs of cancer, 
tuberculosis, malaria and typhoid fever. 
Sometimes all of these are present at the 
isanie time along with many harmless 
gonns. 


If a section of tho ordinarily healthy 


forearm were plared under the micro- 
scope, it might show here und there tuber- 
cle, tetanus (lockjaw), malarial or blood 
poisoning bacilli, but they Auiuld be rare. 


Nature's great and unfailing weapon 


against microbes is sunshine. Sometimes 
it takes a few minutes, sometimes weeks, 
but in the end u direct ray of sunlight

is foolish for me to kill myself because 
by putting an end to my earthly life 
merely because it seems unpleasant I 
show that I have a perverted idea of the 
object of life. 


I assume its object to be enjoj mcnt, 


while its real pin poses should be the per- 
fecting of my iudniduallty (ego) and tue 
service of humanity in geneuil. Suicide 
is therefore hnnioiiil. Our life is given 
to us to be used until its natural eiul in 
the serUce of others. But the suicklo ou 
joys life onlj so long as it seems pleasant 
to him, wheicas in all probability its use 
fulness is just beginning when it becomes 
unpleasant. Every task ii disagreeable at 
first.

And certainly when we look round at tin- 
pretty English girls of this present yeai 
it seems as if it were true. \Vhat is true 
is that tho type seems to have com- 
pletely changed. 


Some eighty years ago a famous chap- 


eron used to lay down as the condition 
of certain triumph that a girl should 
have eyes. Other points of beauty went 
for nothing or for little. If she had eyes 
she would do, and by "do" that much 
requisitioned chaperon meant that she 
was fatire to capture a desirable husband. 
And tho painters of those days showed 
us what sort were the eyes that did all 
the mischief. 
They were not demure, 


or provoking, or flashing; they were sim- 
ply large, lazy, lauguorous and generally 
blue. 


There was nothing "unholy" in the ex- 


pression of the eyes; it was only in the 
color; they were essentially ingenue eyes. 
Lndy Hamilton had them, but Romney 
mnnnRcd generally so to deepen them 
with shadow that you never realized the 
color as blue. Now, with this beauty of 
eyes, and especially of blue eyes, came 
the beauty of complexion, the healthy

Habit* Acquired by the People 


"Work In Them, 


White arsc-nic is the form in which or* 


genie is taken by the peasants of Styria 
and the Tyrol. Professor Schallgmaber 
of Gaetz was the first to call attention to 
this practice in a report which he made 
in 1822 to the Austrian government on 
the cause of the numerous deaths from 
arsenic poispning in those districts. He 
found that arsenio was kept in most of 
the houses in upper Styria under the 
name of "hydrach," evidently a corrup- 
tion of "huttenrauch," or furnace smoke. 
His statements made were subsequently 
continued from personal observation by 
a Dr. McClagan of Edinburgh, but for 
many years afterward tbe arsenic eaters 
were generally disbelieved in, and it was 
not till I860 that C- Heise published con- 
vincing evidence. 


Arsenic is principally eaten by hunters 


and woodcutters with the object of ward- 
ing off fatigue and improving their stay- 
ing powers. Owing to the fact that the 
sale of arsenic iff illegal in Austria with- 
out a doctor's certificate it is difficult to 
obtain definite information of a habit 
which is kept as secret as possible. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Lorenzo, in that district 
the arsenic is taken fasting, usually in a 
cup of coffee, the first dose being minute, 
but increased day by day until it some- 
times amounts to the enormous dose of 
12 or 15 grains. Ue found that the nr- 
senic eaters were usually long lived, 
though liable to sudden death. They have 
a very fresh, youthful appearance and 
are seldom attacked by infectious dis- 
eases. 


After the first dpse the usual symptoms 


of blight arsenic poisoning are evident, 
but these soon disappear on continuing 
the treatment. 


In the arsenic factories of Salzhcrg it ia 


stated that workmen who are not arsenic 
eaters soon succumb to the fumes. The 
manager of one of these works informed 
Mr. Ileise that he had been medically ad- 
vibrd to cat arsenic before taking up his 
position. 
He considered that no one 


should begin the practice before 32 years 
old nor after 130 and that in any case aft- 
er 50 years of age the daily dose should 
he gradually reduced, since 
otherwise 


sudden death would ensue. 
If a con- 


finned nrv-enic eater suddenly attempts 
to do altogether without the drug, he iin- 
mcdintoly succumbs to the effects of ar- 
hoine poisoning. The only way to obviate 
this i>> gradually to acclimatize the sys- 
tem by reducing tho dose from day to 
day. As another evidence of the cumu- 
lative properties of arsenic it is interest- 
ing to note that when the graveyards in 
upper Styria are opened the bodies of the 
arsenic eaters *rtu be distinguished by 
their almost perfect state of preservation 
dur> to the gradually accumulated arsenic 
—Science

BASUTO MARRIAGE CUSTOMS. 


The Fatter the Bride the More Cattle

are handed down from generation to gen- 
eration—are those connected with mar- 
•inge. Suppose, good reader, you were a 
'oung Basuto and had been smitten by 
he sight of a pretty face (the Basuto 
dea of beauty is quantity; the lady must 


fat—very fat—or she has no chance of 
nK considered beautiful), you would be 


<\.n aggressor against the laws of etiquetU 
were you to speak to her, though yo* 
light look at her admiringly. Should tli» 
ittraction prove irresistible, your proper 
couis-e of procedure \\ould be to hunt cy 
some old lady friend—if a mutual friend 
o much the better—and confide to her 
our wish to settle down and marry that 
particular fair one, begging her to ar- 
•finge everything for you as soon as pos- 
sible. This she would gladly do, taking 
he first opportunity to call on the mother 
or friends of the wished for bride. The 
two ladies would then talk it over, dis- 
cussing ways and means and your posi- 
:ion in Basuto society. A large amount 
of tact is necessary, as the mother of the 
,ady must be convinced that the marriage 
is in every way desirable. If your friond 
could convince her that such was the 
case, you might consider that fortune 
smiled on your cherished plans. 


To socuie to the lady of your choice the 


full rights of a wife you would pay over 
to your future father-in-law so many 
head of cattle, according to agreement, 
•which is always based on the supposed 
value of the bride, her social position, per- 
sonal appearance, height, size, beauty, 
etc. This transfer" of cattle ninken bind- 
ing the marital contract, securing the 
woman from ill treatment at the hands of 
her husband; for, should he ill use her, 
she may return to her father or guardian, 
and so the man loses both his wife and 
his oxen. The parents of your wife \vould 
argue that the payment of cattle was the 
very least you could do to recompense 
tlu-iii for all the terrible anxieties and ex- 
pense that they had gone to in bringing 
up their daughter for yon. Nor do the 
Kasuto fver alter in this respect; even 
bhould they become Christians their 
chiefs fonipel the payment of cattle for 
their whos. Of course, herein lies the 
explanation of the joy manifested at the 
birth of a K'rl in a Basuto family. She is 
taken up and exhibited by her grand- 
mother, who first Maps her and then 
kisses her, saying: "Luck! 
From Una 


child come many herds of cattle!" 
The 


birth of n boy, on the other hand, is de- 
plored, for he is regarded as an expensive 
and unprofitable trouble. 


But to* resume. Being now a son-iu- 


law yon must have a care how you deport 
yourself toward your father-in-law, as 
you will be expected to take n subservient 
position in regard to him. He may send 
for you at any hour of the day or night 
to do all kinds of menial work, and you 
may refuse only at your peril. 
He can 


require you to prepare skins; bray, dry 
and clean them for him; plow his fields, 
sow seeds and attend to his crops; in fact, 
you are virtually his servant. For the 
first year after your marriage you would 
not take your %vife far away from her 
father's home, but would dwell with her in 
a kraal clos,e to her parents. On the birth 
of the first child you would perform the 
ceremony of mokadee, which consists in 
presenting your mother-in-law with a cer- 
tain number of cattle. 
Until this time 


you are not allowed to speak to your 
mother-in-law, or even to look at her; 
should you meet her unexpectedly, polite- 
ness and custom make it necessary that 
you should hide your head. 


As a Basuto you need not limit your 


attentions to one wife, although you 
would distinguish your favorite lady as 
your "chief" wife, and it is her children 
who inherit, her son being known as the 
"great" son.—Chambers' Journal.

The following very remarkable story is 


told in "James Russell Lowell and His 
Friends" (Scribner's), by Edward Everett 
Hale. He is writing of Sidney H. Gay. 
then managing editor of the New York 
Tribuue. 


"1 hare never seen in print Gay's story 


of that fearful night when Lincoln was 
killed. But one hears it freely repeated iu 
conversation, and I see no reason why it 
should not be printed now. 
. "With the news of the murder of Ian- 
cola there came..to New York every other 
terrible message. The office of The Trib- 
une of course received echoes of all the 
dispatches which showed the alarm at 
Washington. There were orders for the 
arrest of this man, there were suspicions 
of the lojalty of that man. No one kuew 
what the morrow might bring. 


"In the midst of the anxiety of such 


hours to Mr. Gay, the acting editor of 
that paper, there entered the foreman of 
the typesetting room. He brought with 
him the proof of Mr. Greeley's leading 
article, as he had left it before leaving 
the city for the day. It was a brutal, bit- 
ter, sarcastic personal attacK on Presi- 
dent Lincoln, the niau who when Gay 
read the article was dying in Washing- 
ton. 


"Gay read the article and asked the 


foreman if he had any private place 
where he could lock up the type to which 
no one but himself had access. The fore- 
man said he had. Gay bade him tie up 
the type, lock the galley with this article 
iu his cupboard and tell no one what he 
had told him. Of course no such article 
appeared in The Tribune the next morn- 
ing. 


"But when Gay arrived the next day 


at the oflico he was met with the news 
that 'the old niaa' wanted Him and the 
intimation that 'the old man' was very 
angry. Gay waited upon Grceley. 


"'Are you there, Mr. Gay? I have 


been looking for you. They tell me you 
ordered my leader out of this morning's 
paper. Is it your paper or mine? I 
should like to know if I cannot print 
what I choose in. my owu paper!' This in 
a great rage. 
' 
" 'The paper is yours, Mr. Greeley. The 


article is Tn' type 'up stairs, and you can 
use it when you choose. Only this, Mr. 
Greeley: I know New York, and I hope 
and believe before God that there is so 
much virtue in Now York that if I bad 
let the article go into this morning's pa- 
per there would not be one brick upon 
another In The Tribune office now. Cer- 
tainly I should be sorry if there were." 


"Mr. Greeley was cowed. He saiil not 


a word nor ever alluded to the subject 
again. It was by this sort of service that 
Mr. Gay earned Mr. Wilson's praise that 
'he kept Mr. Greeley up to the war.' "

Hindoo 


Hindoo dancing bears no similarity to 


that of the European. 
Stage acting in 


the shape of comedies anil tragedies is 
hnrdly to bo found among tho Hindoos. 
The chief characteristic of their dancing 
is their dress, which very often is horri 
ble and grotesque to look at. 
Their 


dances consist in wrestling, jumping and 
moving the fchouldcrs, heads, hands, logs, 
as it agitated by violent convulsions, to 
the sound of musical instruments. 


The Hindoo taste for music is KO mark- 


ed that there is not a single gathering, 
however small, which has not some mu- 
sicians at its head. The instruments ou 
which they play are, for the most part, 
clarinets and trumpets; they have also 
cymbals and several kinds of small drums. 
The sounds produced by these instru- 
ments are far from pleasing and may 
even appear hideous to European oars. 


The matuva, or conductor, is the most 


remarkable of all the musicians. In beat- 
.ing time he taps with his fingers on a nar- 
row drum. As he beats his shoulders, 
head, arms, thighs and, in fact, all the 
parts of his body perform, successive 
movements, and simultaneously ho utters 
inarticulate cries, thus animating the 
musicians both by voice and gesture.- 
Catholic World. 


*A curious and interesting volume might 
be written on the adventures of some 
Bank of England notes from the day 
wheu they leave the printing press, clean 
and crisp and beautiful, to the last day 
of their varied careers, when, shorn of 
signature and with a hole punched 
through the figures which have made 
them so attractive, th'e'y are bundled into 
a close furnace and converted into ashes. 


Their leases of life vary as widely as 


their adventures, for, while some return 
to the fold with their work done within 
a day or two, there may be seen ia 
Thi-oudneedle street a note which was 
wandering for a century and a quarter 
before it came again into the "Old 
Lady's" keeping. 


One of the most historically interesting 1 


of bank notes was that for £1,000 with 
which Admiral Cochrane paid the in- 
iquitous fine imposed on him in 1814. It 
may be remembered that this most gal- 
lant of sailors had been accused of con- 
spiring to defraud the Stock Exchange 
by circulating a false report of the death 
of Napoleon and had been sentenced to a 
fine of £1,000, 12 mouths' imprisonment 
and an hour in the pillory. 


A public subscription was raised among 


his constituents for the payment of his 
fine, and the admiral thus indorsed the 
note which they presented him: 


CniTED CHAMBER, Kixo's BEXCH Piugo.v, 


July 3, 1815. 


My health having suffered by long and clo«e 


confinement and iny oppressors being resolved to 
depiive me of property or Ute, I submit to rob- 
bery to protect myself from murder in the hope 
that I shall live to bring the delinquents to jus- 
tice.

Once and only once the bank issued by 


mistake a note for a penny, which for 
some years was a source of annoyance 
and anxiety. Like a willful and stubborn 
sheep, it would not come buck to the fold, 
and It was only recovered wheu the bank 
in despair offered n reward of £D for its 
return. 


In u mood of rare extravagance the 


bank once printed four notes, each for 
£1,000,000, and promptly destroyed tho 
plate. Two of these notes carne into the 
very appropriate hands of Rothschilds 
and Coutts., where for a time they at- 
tracted many opeu mouthed spectators. 
The only notes approaching these In 
value -\vere two for £100,000 each, which 
were destined to a very "short life." 


1-tank of England notes have often, as 


perhaps is not unnatural, been associated 
with tragedies and crime. It is not many 
years since a young gentleman, of the 
name of Swann was found dead, shot by 
his owu hand, in a London attic. He haO 
squandered a large fortune in every kind 
ol 
1 dissipation, and when he was reduced 


to his last £5 note he decided that life had 
nothing more to offer him. 


Ou a table by th« side of his revolver 


was found a charred portion of a bank 
note, with which, iu bravado, he hail lit 
his last cigar, and on it these words were 
penciled, "The last note of a dyiug 
Swaun." 


In the days when to steal or forge a 


bank note was a crime punishable by 
death the histories of many notes weie 
tragic iu the extreme. The circumstances 
of one memorable case arc peculiarly sad. 


A certain youiiK man called llowlaud 


was accused by his uncle, a merchant in 
the city, of stealing u £50 note from the 
writing table in his study. Although it 
was not proved that th« note had ever 
been in his possession or that it had been 
cashed, the circumstances were consider- 
ed suspicious enough to justify convic- 
tion, and the young man, who was pop- 
ular and of irreproachable character, was 
seutenced to death. 


Some years after his execution the note 


for which his life was sacrificed was 
found in a recess in the library chimney, 
where it is supposed a draft had carried 
It.— London Tit-Bits.

Consumptives always believe they 
are going to gut. well, but a man whoso 
heart is affected is positive that he won't 
live a week."

prevents you from running?" 


"Yes, and any form of severe physical 


exerciio. 
I VtouUlu't run u block for 


$50,000. I am never in a hurry to catch 
a ear. I usually take from two to tlirea 
minutes to \s alk up tint stairs of the ule- 
vutetl road." 


"What effect does heart trouble have 


upon tho miml?" 


"Well, 1 suppose that depends upon tho 


man. 
If he be of the highly imaKmativo 


type, the consciousness that his heart Is 
diseased is always depressing. There uro 
times when he- is perfectly tjuiet or wheu 
the heart is gently (stimulated by poisons, 
such as strychnine or alcohol, that ho IH 
comparatively 
free 
from 
distressing 


symptoms. But tho knowledge that his 
heart is weak never wholly leaves him. 
It follows him everywhere, lie dnro not 
drink because he is afraid of ovurstimula- 
tioti aud consequent palpitation. lie must 
not use tobacco because the wowl has a 
depressing influence upon hia life pump. 
He dares not permit hia temper to gut thu 
better of his Judgment. The heart is 
peculiarly susceptible to anger. Should a 
man grossly insult him he must giiu and 
bear it, for both the passion of resent- 
ment and the physical effort required to 
place a blow would result iu moie. Injury 
to the man himself than to his uuemy." 


"I can sec iiom jour remarks that 


heart disease has some moral advan- 
tages." 


"Yes; it certainly in a deterrent so far 


as alcohol, tobaei-o nuil anger are con- 
cerned. In fact, a heart physically bud is 
oppvged to vice of any kind. It Kicks up 
a row even if a mau tries to do a httlu 
loving."

If a merchant holds 
three policies, each for §2,000, and one of 
these proves worthless, the other two 
compauies involved will nevertheless in- 
clude that policy in the general average. 
reducing their' own responsibility accord- 
ingly. The actual value of the policy is 
uoue of their business; its existence Is all 
that thej ha.vt? to reckon with. 


We note iu our news columns the case 


ot a manufacturer who took put policies 
in companies located outside of the state. 
He \v as burned out and now cannot col- 
lect a cent of insurance because the laws 
idve the insurance companies whose pol- 
icies he held no authority to transact 
business in the state except when certain 
conditions are complied with. The em- 
ployment of a reliable broker would hava 
su\ed not only the fire loss, but the pre- 
miums « hicli this man had been paying. 
Hut he wus looking for "cheap" insur- 
ance. and he got it. 


Another point. Do not get tired of pay- 


lux for insurance and let your policies 
run out. We have noted u number of 
btore tires recently in various parts of the 
country \\here there was a \\ide dis- 
crepancy between the loss and the insur- 
ance. Such u penny wise, pound foolish, 
policy i« apt to mean absolute ruin to the 
business man unless he is possessed of 
large means outside of his business. Fur- 
thermore. his credit would be seriously 
injured should his unprotected condition 
become kuown in the market where he 
buys his goods.— Dry Uoods Kconomist.
